This corre- 
spondent Bays: 


"While many admit that the proposed 


duties are excessive, nearly everybody 
holds that something must be done to 
still further protect domestic manufact- 
urers. Nowhere in the United States 
can this feeling be more general. In re- 
flecting the feeling of this city it cannot 
be denied that the McKinley bill is a 
very popular measure. In the first place 
this is a great Republican stronghold, 
and though a few Republicans would 
have been gratified if the measure had 
not been so prohibitive, speaking gen- 
erally there is no doubt of its great pop- 
ularity. Another reason is that manu- 


•Ehe "British syndicates," which have 


been tbe bugbear of many protectionist 
people for the past few years, have taken 
away a large proportion of this money, 
aftd will take away more and more in the 
future. 


These facts and figures are stated here 


in order to ask how protectionists can 
be pleased to learn that foreigners will 
open factories in Philadelphia. Do not 
the simple souls sea that if this notion 
of theirs bo true about "money flowing 
Into the country" when our exports are 
more than our imports, that the plant- 
tag of foreign industries will make the 
money flow out of the country faster 
than ever instead of the contrary result 
which they so much desire? The for- 
eign owners of thesa industries must 
collect on tha other side tlie money they 
have made over here, and this must go 
from here either iu specie or ia produce. 


But how about "money flowing into 


the country" then? When the outward 
stream has thus been augmented by the 
very protectionist legislation which was 
to keep it flowing "in our favor," how 
shall the righteous souls of McKinley 
2nd his protectionist cohort* preserve 
their equanimity? Will it not bo a state 
of things for them to view with alarm? 


McKinley Blocks the Way. 


Tha velvat ribbons which have come 


into such general use during the past few 
years for women's hat trimmings will be 
facturing interests for some time have advallcedin price under the McKinley 
been very depressed, and the cause is 
laid at the door of foreign competition. 
As a remedy the manufacturing inter- 
ests demand a higher tariff. Many, to 
be sure, 1'avor free wool, but generally 
the depressed industries regard the Mc- 
Kinley bill as the only remedy." 


All this is a curious commentary on 


the familiar old time Republican doc- 
trine—now no longer heard—that a 
tariff is necessary for a limited time in 
ordsr to get a "struggling industry," 
an "infant industry"—or whatever pet 
phrase they use—started well, and then 
it can go of itself. 


This was the kind of protection Henry 


Clay advocated. 


In 1840, ia debate with Calhoun, Clay 


said: "No one, Mr. President, in the 
commencement of the protective policy 
ever supposed that it was to be perpetual. 
We hoped and believed that temporary 
protection, extended to our infant manu- 
factures, would bring them up and en- 
able them to withstand competition with 
those of Europe. If the protective policy 
were entirely to coase in 1843 it would 
have existed twenty-six years from 1816, 
or eighteen from 1834—quite as long as, 
at either of those periods, its friends sup- 
posed might be necessary." 


But the Republicans have departed so 


widely from this doctrine of Clay that 
they have almost ceased to quote him as 
one of their saints in the household of 
protection. 


Clay taught, too, that "in general it 


may be taken as a rule that the duty 
upon an article forms a portion of its 
price." In these latter days, however, 
false prophets huve crept in, who try to 
beguile the feeble minded and unwary, 
teaching them that the foreigner pays 
the tax and thus leading astray many 
who are weak in the upper sfcry. 


Moreover, protection is to be, as these 


Philadelphia manufacturers seem to feel, 
no longer the milk to fedd babes of in- 
dustry, but the daily bread and meat of 
foil grown and fine vry industries. 
It is 


no longer a tiling to bo "in some measure 
relinquished at the end of eight years 
and a half," as Henry Clay said in 1883; 
but it is to be maintained as the perma- 
nent policy of the nation, to increase the 
dose, even, when the infants cry for 
more; and "Damned be he who first 
cries, Hold, enough!" 


This greed of the Pennsjrlvania manu- 


facturers recalls a witty passage in the 
tariff speech of the late Sunset Cox in 
the house of representatives, May 17. 
1888: 


"It is said, sir, of the infant Hercules 


that when he was suckled by his mother 
he pulled so hard that he spilled the lac- 
teal fluid and produced the milky way in 
the heavens. Hercules is Pennsylvania." 
[Applause and laughter.] 


Philadelphia has a number of idle mills, 


and others threaten to shut down "un- 
less something is done." Instead of pe- 
titioning congress for free wool, which 
"many, to be sure, favor," the movement 
is for higher duties. Like a man rollick- 
ing drunk, they must have another drink, 
and still another, if it lands them in tho 
gutter. 


But the prohibitory duties of the low 


high tariff maker will have an effect 
which will delight the soul of Chief 
Headsman Clarkson. This correspondent 
of The Dry Goods Economist says: "In 
view of the prohibitory duties which the 
new act will impose, one or two foreign 
manufacturers have visited this city and 
are considering the question of starting 
up the empty mills. If the McKinley 
bill becomes law there is no doubt 
there will be an immigration of some 
well known foreign manufacturers to 
this locality." 


bill all the way from twenty-five cents 
to seventy cents a, yard. Tho latest mar- 
ket report from Nsw York is that very 
little business is being done in this line 
of goods, owing to the pending tariff 
measure and the unwillingness of im- 
porters to accept orders, unless subject 
to certain advances, if the threatened 
tariff bill should become law. 
These 


velvet ribbons are very -popular among 
the leas wcahliy class of people, and are 
now very scarce in the market. The 
people — the American people — want 
them; the importers stand ready to order 
them; but McKinley threatens with his 
boasted "American bill," and so nothing 
can be done. The "American bill" pre- 
vents the American people from getting 
what they want. 


We get large quantities of cheap stock- 


nigs from Germany. Tha same market 
report in The New York Commercial 
Bulletin says of the hosiery market: 
"This department is virtually at a stand- 
still as a result of the threatened tariff 
changes and tha consequent refusal of 
importers to do business for future de- 
livery on a basis of present piices as in- 
sisted upon by buyers." 


The people will notice here that the 


importer is merely an agent in ordering 
the goods which they themselves want 
—the importer can do nothing but for 
the wish of American consumers to get 
certain foreign goods—through him as 
iheir agent. 


What kind of bill is that which defeats 


the will of these American consumers 
and yet calls itself an "American bill?" 
How can McKinley boast that it is "made 
for the American people and American 
interests?" 


The women who wear these ribbons 


naturally want to buy them as cheaply 
as possible, the cheaper the better. But 
in answer to these women McKinley 
proclaims iu his speech on the tariff the 
singular doctrine that "when merchan- 
dise is the cheapest men are the poorest," 
and that "we want no return to cheap 
times in our own country." 


The country will have to settle the 


matter with McKinloy. There must be 
a counting of noses—on the one side 
those who believe with him in keeping 
prices up by means of tariffs; on the 
other, those who believe that the people 
of these United States have a natural 
right to the pursuit of happiness in buy- 
ing their goods as cheaply as they can 
get them. 


Jackdaws Stealing the Canary's Foatuers. 


Maj. McKinley claims that it is a cus- 


tom in some foreign countries to adopt 
American brands for goods shipped to 
this country. He says: "Well known 
articles of American production with 
high reputation have been copied by the 
foreigner, and then by the addition of the 
American brand or American marks 
have fraudulently displaced American 
manufacture, not in fair competition, but 
under false pretenses. The counterfeit 
hae taken the place of the genuine article, 
and this we propose to stop." 


Now this is a most singular state of 


things. 
Soma of our manufacturers 


make such excellent articles that the 
wicked foreigner steals our brands to 
make their inferior wares sell here 
"under false pretenses." 


There is an old saying that "imitation 


is the sincerest flattery." Now if any 
of our manufacturers have reached such 
a.degree of excellence that the wicked 
foreigner steals their brands, what need 
have such manufacturers for "protec- 
tion" against that foreigner? When an 
article is so excellent that men try to imi- 
tate it, how does it happen that the maker 
needs protection from ths mere imita- 


Now it is singular that the Protection- tor further than to forbid the fraudu- 


ista, who parade themselves as the only lent use oi his brand? Is it not as if the 
true defenders of what they call "Amer- 
ican interests," should take delight, like 
Clarksou, in the fact that European man- 
ufacturers will be driven by the McKinley 
bill to establish manufactoria'3 here. It 
is one of the pet notions of the Protection- 
ists that protection helps us to export 
more than we import, and thus "money 
flows into the country." In this way the 
innocent eouls fancy that "tha balance 
of trade is kept in our favor, and we ara 
growing rich." 


But last year the "balance of trade 


canary should ask "protection" from the 
jackdaw's feathers? 


It is one of the marvelous freaks of 


the protectionist mind that it can still 
persist, even under tlftse circumstances, 
in its belief in the weakness and incom- 
petence of ths American manufacturer. 
When the foreign manufacturer goes to 
putting our brands upon his goods he 
confesses that we have conquered—and 
yet it is the conqueror who cries for help! 


Is not the whole thing so unmanly and 


so unreal, so transparently a mere pre- 
tense, adopted in order to wring exorbi- 
tant profits out of the dearly beloved 
home market, as to bring discredit on the 
whole army of protected interests? Es- 
pecially so when it is remembered that 
many of the.-;e same manufacturers make 
enormous reductions from their Ameri- 
can prices in order to sell to foreigners. 


Maj. McKinley does well in shielding 


our manufacturers from fraudulent imi- 
tations of their brands. But in doing

GOOD PLAYERS AND BIG CROWDS^ 


St. Paul Is the Only Weak Spot In the 


Aggregation, and New Capital Will Soon 
Add Streiicth There—Some Queer Nick- 
name*—The Fight of the Big Leaguei. 
Ten thousand people attended the two 


ball games at Minneapolis on Decoration 
day, 4.UOO one game at Omaha and 5,000 
two games at Denver. In all, 19,000. Hod 
it not rained at Kansas City the total 
would have been increased to 25,000. And 
these games were played by the Western 
association, a minor league, so called, but 
aurely a good one to draw within a couple 
of thousand as many people to five games 
as the American association did to seven. 
One of the causes of thin good attendance 
was the closeness of the light for the pen- 
nant. 


Tbe teams appear to be about as evenly 


balanced as it is possible to have them. 
The circuit consists of Denver, Colo.; Des 
Moines, Ia.; Kuns;m City, Mo.; Milwaukee, 
Wis.; Minneapolis, Minn.; Omaha, Neb.; 
Sioux City, Ia., and St. Paul, Minn. Here 
are eight teams representing five states, 
and not one has v.-ou less than ten games 
or more than twenty at this writing. 


By the way, they have queer nicknames 


for the wpstera clubs. The Dea Moines 
team are spoken of as the Hawkeyes; the 
Sioux Citys are designated Corn Huskers; 
the Minneapolis men are dubbed the Mil- 
lers; the Mihvaukeea are called the Brew- 
ers; the St. Pauls are rather appropriately 
termed the Apostles; they call the Omaha 
team the Omahags, »nd the Denvers are 
styled the Mountaineers. The only team 
which has no set name is the Kansas Citys. 
One bright young writer has styled them 
the hot weather players. When they were 
in tlie National league they were called the 
Cowboys in the east. B>om my recollec- 
tions of them at that time and the usual 
luck of visiting teams to Kniisas City I 
suggest to iny western brethren, if they 
really need a name, to designate them as 
the Petrels, for they have a strong resem- 
blance to those stormy bipeds, inasmuch 
as rainy weather has always followed in 
their wake. 


The Minneapolis team has Kyn, Heagle, 


Miller and O'Dnj for an infield, with Car- 
roll, Foster and Minnehan for an outfield. 
M3rers is their best catcher, with Dugdale 
to help him out, Tlie pitchers are Ilark- 
ness, Mitchell, SUreve, Duke and Hudson. 
Some of these men are noted in baseball 
circles—for instance, George Myers, the 
great catcher of the St. Louis and Indian- 
apolis teams; Elmer Foster, once a Giant, 
and perhaps ns great an outfielder aa ever 
played in tlie League; O'Day, of lost sea- 
son's Lowells; Hengle, once an umpire; 
Hudson, late of the Browns, of St. Louis, 
and Shreve, of Indianapolis and Detroit. 
Mitchell, I think, is the young man who 
had a brief trial with the Phillies. This 
team is under the management of Sam 
Morton, as shrp'vd and able a man as the 
west has in the minor league baseball busi- 
ness. 
Those who are strange to eastern 


people are all claused as good meu. 


There are m.uiy good men on the other 


teams. Amouf; those whose names are 
known everywhere are Poorrnan, Dalrym- 
ple, Shoch, Alberts and Krieg, of the Mil- 
waukees; Flaunigan, Dolan, Fusselback 
and McCulkir, of Des Moines; Will White, 
McGlene, McClellan and DHVB Eowe, of 
Denver; Burns, Hoover, Slenrrw, Swartzel, 
Carpenter, Manning and Elmer Smith, of 
Kansas City; Cleveland aud Fauniug, of 
Omaha; Cline and Kappel, of Sioux City. 
All of these men are playing good ball and 
the association apparently possesses some 
first class pitching talent. Among the 
pitchers little known in tbe east, who 
tiave first class ability, are Thornton, of 
Milwaukee; Kennedy, of Denver; Devlin, 
of Sioux City; Hart and Somtner, of Des 
Moines. It is noticeable that Fanning, El- 
mer Smith, Shr.;ve, Mitchell and Swartzel 
.ire keeping up their good work. 


There appears to be only oua really weak 


spot in the Western association, and thatU 
at St Paul, bne some new capital has been 
interested and it is now nxpeoted that the 
team will play the season out. From all 
appearances the association will have the 
most prosperous season of its career from 
both n playing and financial btandpoint, aa 
the baseball war does not seem to affect 
any of the cities of its circuit. 


A friend asked me a few days ago: 
When both sides are weary of losing 
money how will the conflict between 
League and Brotherhood \x nettled?" This 
is a question that is agitating the minds 
of a great many people, and none more so 
than the magnates of the two leagues. 
Both are already tired of loslug money. 
And both are nearly ready to make a set- 
tlement. Pride and money will probably 
carry them through the season. What 
then? Does anybody know? Can anybody 
name the result? 


Judging from present indications any 


prediction would necessarily point to a 
compromise of some sort. It is surely 
either a case of amalgamation, compromise 
or quit. It is a wise man who could now 
point out which one it will be. The losses 
will be large on both sides. One or two 
things, however, seem to be certain. The 
Brotherhood will have to quit in Buffalo 
and in Brooklyn, ami the League in 
Pittsburg, if there is a second year 
of 
the war. 
There is small doubt 


»!BO that the ball players of '91, '83 
Biid '93 will get smaller salaries than the 
players of '8!) and '90. The war lias proved 
that there are as good fish in the baseball 
gea as ever came out of it, and plenty of 
them, too. Whether there is one league or 
two in 1890-1 the woods will IKS full of ca- 
pable ball players, and there will be so 
many o£ them that n.salnry reduction must 
necessarily follow, except in the cases of 
men who have long contracts or who are 
stockholders iu the clubs for which they 
play. 
There is only one course that can be 


taken which will at once bring the profes- 
sional game up again to the notch of pros- 
perity it occupied in 1888-9, and that is an 
amalgamation of the two leagues into one 
which shall lie run under a national agree- 
ment and under the rules of the National 
Inague. A compromise arrangement, with 
a different division of territory, new names 
for Players' league xjlubs and a non-con- 
flicting schedule may effect the same re- 
salt, but it would take about four times us 
long to bring It about.

Medical Exam- 
iner John A. O'Ket fe, who has attended 
him, believe^ his condition is due to -brutal 
treatment received at the state reform 
school at Sockanosset. Charley and an- 
other boy of his age were arrested a year 
ago last January, for stealing a pot of 
baked beans, worth 15 cents, from a gro- 
cer's wagon, and were committed to the 
reform school, there to remain until they 
should be of age. About six weeks after 
ho bad bwn sent there he escaped and re- 
turned home. He was a free boy until 
last Septem her, when he was rearrested 
and sent back. 


What tho "Sweat Box" Is. 


They put him in tbe ''sweat box" when 


they got him back. He was a strong, 
healthy boy then, and had never been sick 
a day. He weighed 137 pounds. 
The 


"sweat box" is thu name the boys have for 
a dark cell. No light can get in except 
through a half-inch crack under the door, 
and the only furniture in the place was a 
slop bucket. The lad was kept solitary in 
this dark hole for thirty-two days on 
bread and water, which he got twice a 
day. 
When the mother called to see him 


she was refused, but she finally got per- 
mission throug-h ex-Mayor Howard. 


Secured Illfl Kcl«fwe. 


The mother haidly knew the hoy when 


she saw him. 
He looked like a wild 


beast. She went to the board of state 
clmrities :ind tried to have him released, 
but was unsuccessful. Finally, however, 
ho w,is released by tbe superintendent, 
after his condition had become so bad that 
it win feared he would die. Dr. O'Keefe, 
mcilica.1 examiner, is full of sympathy for 
tho unfortunate lad, and his family. He 
attributes his condition to the boy's being 
kept for thirty-two days in a cell without 
light, and with scarcely any food and no 
ventilation.
